of the United States Steel Corporation's 
greatest plants, affected for more than 
two weeks by the strike in the steel in- 
dustry, today was under military con-' 
trol of approximately 1100 federal sol-" 
diers, commanded by 
Major 
General 


Leonard Wood, commandant of (the cen- 
tral department of the army. Five hun- 
dred more troops fresh from riot duty 
at Omaha, Nebraska, were on their way 
here early today. 
The call for federal troops was made 


by Governor Goodrich, after thousands 
of strikers paraded 
and 
held 
mass 
meetings after being forbidden by the 
mayor, the police and the approximate- 
ly "800 state militia men stationed at 
Gary 
The course of the strike here 
had been marked 
by 
little 
violence. 
With reports that strikers in increas- 
ing numbers were resuming their old 
places in the steel mills, the attitude of 
pickets Became threatening and for a 
time it seemed as if a serious 
clash 


would be unavoidable. 
With the parade yesterday, according 


to a statement by Governor Goodrich, 
the situation became so threatening that 
it was deemed advisable to ask for fed- 
eral troops 
The governor acted on the 
advice of Mayor Hodges of Gary, and 
State Adjutant General Smith, he said. 
Both oificials expressed alarm at the 


attitude of the 10,000 strikers in Gary 
and said they feared that the small 
number of state troops stationed there 
was insufficient to cope with the situa- 
tion, read the governor's statement. 
Upon the arrival of the federal sol- 


diers, and the issuance of a proclama- 
tion by General Wood proclaiming mil- 
itary control, the state militia were or- 
dered to Indiana Harbor and East Chi- 
cago, where Governor Goodrich declared 
martial law. 
The approximately 1100 men under 


Major General Wood are regarded as 
sufficient to enforce his directions that 
no public meetings or assemblages be 
held and forbidding parades and demon- 
strations against the authorities. Carry- 
ing of weapons of any description by 
persons other than the police military 
authorities, troops and members of the 
city government also was iorbidden. 
Following the action of several score 


of men wearing the 
uniform 
of 
the 


United States army in leading the 
parade against orders of the mayor and 
police yesterday,- General Wood's pro- 
clamation ordered that "all men m the 
uniform of the United States, whether 
in the service of the United States or 
otherwise, wlio are 
not 
part of the 
United States armed forces on duty 
within the city limits will be examined, 
and those who are in the service of the 
United States will bo attached to an or- 
ganization on duty in the city limits 
and continued on duty during the pres- 
ent disturbance." 
It was made plain that martial law 


had not- been declared. The 
federal 


troops, it was stated by a number of 
General Wood's staff will bo used _ to 
preserve order, working in conjunction 
with the civilian peace authorities. Ar- 
rests made by the military forces will 
be handed over to the civilian officers 
and tried in courts of law instead of by 
courts martial, he said.

disorder. 
"Ample reserve forces were on hand, 


it was stated, to check almost any out 
break, no matter how extensive. Four 
one-pounder guns and a machine gun 
detachment were among

The usual infantry equipment and re 
serve supplies made up< the strength 
of the command, it was said. 
Picketing by strikers at the various 
plants will not be stopped, Captair 
Charles Bolte, officer of the day said 
It was not intended to interfere with 
the general course of the strike excep 
in so far as disorder and destruction o 
property was concerned.

the crowd appeared in a gay mood and 
eavh selection played by the band met 
with much applause. 


The band marched around the field 


several times, stopping for a single se- 
lection before each stand. The weather

morning and the thermometer bid fail- 
to raech SO degrees before game time. 
The crowds began to gather at the 
ticket offices of Redland Field at day- 
break today, and two hours later sev-

thousand 
persons were 
in line. 


Only unreserved seats and standing 
room tickets were for sale, all the re- 
served seats having- bee purchased be- 
fore the series opened. From the in- 
terest taken in the sixth and whut may 
be the last game, it appeared that the 
largest crowd that has witnessed any 
game in Cincinnati, would be at the 
bull park this afternoon.

it will require some manipulation to 
secure the money to m'eet the sal- 
aries of the police and fire depart- 
ments.

The above figures help to show the 
financial trend in. the diferent depart- 
ments; and by taking into considera- 
tion' a few other figures we can rea- 
sonably estimate the balances that will 
remain at , if any, the end of the fiscal 
year. It is, of course, impossible for 
me to give details in a report of this 
kind; but suffice it to say thaat the gen- 
eral fund ought to have a balance of 
approximately 
$20,000 at the end of 
this year, and that toy the end of the 
year 1920 this balance may be wiped 
out entirely. 
The public safety fund, with its bal- 
ance of $4779.99 on Oct. 1st will have 
a deficit before the end of the present 
month, as about $2800 will be required 
for salaries alone for each half of the 
month. 
It should be borne in mind, 


too, that the levy for next year is 
considerably less than for the present 
year for this fund, and. that the'amount 
to be produced will just about take 
care of the requirements for six months. 
The public service department will do 


well to make their balance of $13,500 
last during the next three months. 
The actual expenditures in that depart- 
ment during the -same period last year 
•were in round numbers $1 ,500. The 
levy for this fund for next year is a. 
little more than one-half that of this 
year, and even with the increased dup- 
licate will not produce more than suf- 
ficent funds for six months' require- 
ments unless there is a material re- 
duction of expenditures over those of the 
past year. 
The appropriations for salaries in the 
health department have been exhausted 
and the small balance of $227.78 will 
not begin to. coyer other items of ex- 
pense belonging to that department. It 
is impossible for me to make an esti- 
mate at -'this time of the deficit in the 
health fund as I have not received 
vouchers from that department cover- 
ing all their expenses. 
City Solicitor H. C. Ashcraft reported 
that he had received c6mmunications 
from the superintendents of both the 
B. & O. and P. C. C. & St. L. Railroad 
companies relative to the blocking of 
crossings iri' this .city and that they 
would take whatever action was ne- 
cessary to apply the 'necessary remedy, 
cooperating- with the' city- to abate the 
nuisance; 'and that they would do every- 
thing, pbssible to break up the' excessive 
blocking- of the crossings.

Assert That Prompt and Effective Co-Operation 


From the U. S. Railroad Administration Is 


Essential if Coal Problem Is to Be Solved. 


ATTITUDE OF RADICALS IN LABOR

ROMPT and effective co-oper- 


ation from the United States 
Railroad Administration, and 


the prevention of a nation-wide 
strike in the bituminous coal fields, 
are all that stand between the 
American people and a bituminous 
coal famine next winter, according 
to testimony presented by officers 
of the National Coal Association to 
the United States Senate sub-com- 
mittee which is conducting an in- 
quiry into the coal situation. 


Declaring that the American peo-_ 


pie were entitled to all the facts in 
the case Mr. Harry N. Taylor, of 
Kansas City, President 
of 
the 


National Coal 
Association, 
told 


Senator Frelin<thuysen, Chairman 
of the Committee, that there are 
three .distinct factors controlling 
the successful operation of coal 
mines and the successful serving of 
the public interests. 


"These factors," said Mr. Tay- 


lor, "are the consumer, the producei 
and the transporter. If anv one of 
those three fail the other two are 
helpless. If the consumer wants 
the coal and the producer can pro- 
duce it and there are no cars to 
move it, the other two are helpless 
If there are plenty of cars and 
plenty of coal and the consumer 
•will not place his orders, the trans- 
porter and the producer are help- 
less—-and so on. Any one of them 
failing in his share of the work ren- 
ders the other two helpless. 


"In the early summer month"? of 


this year the one that failed was 
the 
consumer. 
I attribute 
HIP 3: 


largely to the fact that for two 
years the government and the coal 
operators, in their effort to assist 
the 
government, had 
intensified 


their demand upon the public to 
store coal. - The press was full of 
the ..^"jssity for winning the war, 
and amplified the importance of the 
.movement of coal during the entire 
twelve months of the vear, if we 
•were allowed to produce enough 
coal to win the war. They laid 
stress on that. 
In pre-war times,. 


when there was no particular incen- 
tive, it was often the practice of 
the consumer to wait until he really 
needed coal, and if the railroads 
had plenty of cars and if the oper- 
ators had plenty of labor at iboir 
mines everything was all right. 
There would be a rush at the last 
minute and there would be a rush to 
liny coal in the fall that woulcJ keep 
the operators and the <ranspr>r5TT-cl 
working at top speed. 


"So, through the Fuel Adminis- 


tration, that concliton of a^irs 
was made known to the pnKii? and

Operators' Troubles. 


Asked by the committee as to 


%'. hether the combination 
of 
car 


i-hortage and possible labor troubles 
would produce an advance in the 
price of coal this winter. Mr. Tay- 
lor said: 


"We were confronted in the coal 


business with this condition. 
The 


miners' 
organization 
is entirely 


exempt from the Sherman law, and 
can get together and make any de- 
mand on the operators they want 
after consulting with each other in 
different parts of the country. They 
can formulate a demand based on 
their own ideas, absolutely backed 
up by their organization, which is 
nation-wide 
and international in 


scope, and they can have those con- 
ferences and make their demands 
without anv infringement 
of the 


law. Therefore, the coal operator 
of this country is confronted with a 
combination of labor which is not in 
any way controlled, and without in- 
fringement of the law can get to- 
gether and formulate a collective 
demand upon the operator which 
forces up his cost both in price and 
in the conditions under which the 
men are employed. 


"Oa the other hand, we are con- 


fr«nted by a combination in the 
form of a Railroad Administration, 
a buying combination, which does 
all the buying for the railroad 
Wiiieh was formerly in the hands of 
local purchasing agents scattered 
aU ovei the country. This purchas- 
ing power is now in a centralized 
bo£y in the hards of one man, and 
as the railroads use 
practicnllv 


ihirtv per cent of nil the bituminous 
cocl mined in this country, the coil 
operatov scattered as hp is. is con- 
fronted 
with the most harassing 


rrnditior. nnrl combination of condi- 
tions that it wrnld be possible tc 
•wsJront him with 


Costs Forced tip. 


"Labor can force up his cost price 


almost indefinite! \> and on the "ther 
hare" the combination of the Railroad 
Administration "an force his selling 
price down almost indefimtelv at 
least so far as the price of the coal 
sold to the railroads is concerned.

Constructive Suggestions. 


Questioned as to whether he had 


any constructive suggestions to make 
that would tend to produce a fairer 
arrangement of prices and one that 
would not permit the government to 
get cheap coal at the expense of the 
small consumer, Mr. Taylor said: 
"As matters now stand there is 


always a time every summer when 
the railroads' sidetracks are full of 
empty coal cars, when others are 
lying: idle and the men who make 
their living: in the mines are out of 
employment because the mines have 
no_ orders for their product. 
The 
railroads use( as I said before, prac- 
tically thirty per cent of the bitumi- 
nous o_utput. When there is no busi- 
ness in the mines, they naturally 
have no business for fheir coal cars 
or that class of equipment that is 
peculiar to the coal business. If the 
railroads could arrange to take their 
coal supply at the time of the vear 
when their equipment is iclle, and 
when the mines are idle, they would 
accomplish thiee very 
important 


thSnjrs. 


"In the first place they would set 
their supply of coal into storage. 
They would use that die etiuipnipnt 
and would keep the men at the mines 
employed and would relieve the labor 
unrest. As it is now, the man are 
thrown into a period of idleness for 
three, or four, or five months every 
year.1- If their employment could he 
more regular it would not be so 
necessary to make demands for 
higher rates per ton in an c-fTort to 
{let a whole year's living cut of a 
few months activity In other words, 
the more regular employment would 
largely offset the labor unrest. 
It 


would use the idle equipment that is 
doing: nothing but lying on a side 
track. 
It would Lrinjr thp coal in 


at a time of the year when it was 
-possible to dig it and it would re- 
lieve the equipment for the use of 
the public in the fall and winter time 
when the public so bac'lv needs coal. 
An equal distiibutirn of the coal over 
twelve months instead of over six 
months would have a tendency to 
lower prices and make less labor 
unrest. 
It would also make better 


u=e of railroad equipment and would 
stabilize the industry all along." 


The Real Problem. 


Mr. J D. A Moi row, Vice Presi- 


dent of the National Conl As=ocia- 
t;on, who preceded Mr. Taylor before 
the Committee, said that the essen- 
tial problem, as the operators see it. 
is'that of cetlinjr enough coal pro- 
duced. 
"However," he added, "there is 


some ereneral idei in the mind of the 
public 
which 
has been advanced 


by 
people, 
who 
perhaps, 
feel 


that thev are well 'nformed, that 
there is some kind of combination in 
the bituminous cr\l industry. 
We 


went to state flnll\ and ornphatical- 
lv that there is no combination to 
maintain prices or to restrict produc- 
tion or in anv other wa\r to inter- 
fere with the natural influence0 upo.n 
Uis condition? in the production ;uid

"Thore arp a'.io it 5.000 separate 


rommorpia! producers operating an- 
i'royimately 7,000 mines, from whicn 
bituminous conl is regularly sbioocd. 


In addition there are some 2.0UO 
operators with about 3,000 mines, 
who begin producing and selling coal 
whenever the price goes up a little 
and offers a profit to them. Thus in 
1917 coal production was reported to 
the U. S. Geological Survey from 
100,634 mines. Moreover, there are 
hundreds of thousands of acres of 
coal lands along railroads on which 
new mines can be readily and quickly 
opened by any one so disposed. Such 
a condition obviously does not lend 
itself 
to restrictive combination 


among producers. In addition the 
operators of each mining field are 
subject to competition from the pro- 
ducers of other fields, so that buy- 
ers have many different sources of 
supply available to them. 


"Of the 5,000 separate H^iminous 


coal producers in the United States, 
2,294, approximately 45 per cent, 
hold membership in the National 
Coal 
Association. 
They produce 


about 60 per cent of the total output 
of bituminous coal in the country. 


No Price Combination. 


"Charges that the National Coal 


Association is a combination to main- 
tain pnces are without foundation in 
fact; they doubtless proceed *impiy 
from ignorance of ;ts purposes and 
activities. 
"The National Coal Association 


represents these operatois and looks 
after their interests in matters of 
general concern, such as tiansporta- 
tion and traffic questions, starijjrd- 
i?ation of cost accounting, co-opeia- 
tiori with Governmental agencies and 
similar activities. Therj is nothing 
secret about its business. Its files 
and records a^e open to the Commit- 
tee or any other ^du!y authorised 
agency of the Goveinment at auv 
time. 


"The National Cos.] Association 


neither buys nor sells coal; neither 
does it have anything whatever to do 
with the prices which its membeis 
ask or sell at, nor with the territory 
into which they ship their coal, nor 
the quantity which they produce." 


Mr. Moirow stated that bitumi- 


nous coal prices have declined since 
the armistice, and in general ais 
lower than the prices fixed by the 
United States Fuel Administration 
He pointed out to the Committee that 
until February 1 last, the pnc- of 
bituminous coal was controlled jy 
the maximum nnce fixed by tne Fuel 
Administration ia the various pro- 
ducing districts, 


"These Fuel Administration prices 


were intended to prevent the charg- 
ing of undue prices ior bituminous 
coal and to limit the profits which 
the mine operators nvjrht make." he 
said. "At the same time they in- 
cluded fair profits in order tnat the 
pi eduction of sufficient coal should 
be stimulated during the war, but 
they 
aid 
not 
permit exorbitant 


profits. 
The 
Fuel 
Admmistiarion 


prices, however, did not take quality 
of coal into considoiation. That is. 
the Fuel Administration did not give 
higher nriecs to the conl producers of 
anv district merely because the coal 
was of better quality th-in the cooi 
produced in some adiacer.t mining 
field

Buyers Fix Prices. 


Mr. Morrow submitted charts to 


the Committee srrnphieal!y show'n? 
t' e c'ices which bituminous coal solo 
ft the mines in different districts 
p. (',; United States from April I to 
/-"{.vst 1. 1!H1). In connection with 
t',ia'f- charts, Mr. Morrow explained 


wbcn the price restrictions of 


the Fuel Administration were re- 
moved on February 1, 1919, the bet- 
ter, more desirable coals went to a 
premium in th.2 open competitive 
market and the less desirable coals 
declined in price. 
He stated that 
this was the action to be expected in 
a market where the buyer exercises 
his choice and can obta_in the kind he 
prefers. As a result instead of the 
uniform prices in different districts, 
which were fixed by the U. S. Fuel 
Administration, 
prices 
promptly 


spread out. some coal going higher 
and some lower than they had been. 


The charts submitted to the Com- 


mittee showed that in districts pro- 
ducing high quality coals, such as 
Pittsburgh, Southern Illinois, the 
Harlan Field 
of Kentucky, etc., 


prices had remained at about the 
level set by the Fuel Administration, 
or had advanced a few cents above 
that level. In most districts, how-

FROM DALMATIAN PORT 


Rome, Oct. 7_—American 
warships, 


which have been" at Spalato, Dalmatia, 
since early last December are to be 
withdrawn by Rear Admiral Phillip An- 
drews on orders from the United States, 
ccording to dvices reching this city.
